Town council reviewed Penner’s 
request at its meeting Nov. 3, but decid¬ 
ed against the idea. 

“Is that the brand we want for 
Didsbury? I don’t think we want a spe¬ 
cific brand for Didsbury and to be 
known for one thing,” said Mayor Brian 
Wittal in an interview after the meeting. 

“...I don’t think the birthplace of stick 
curling is less or more important than 
(for example) someone winning the 
world championships of junior curling." 

Wittal says council’s decision wasn’t 
meant to downplay the significance of 
stick curling in Didsbury, but they feel 
there is a need to recognize some of the 
town’s other high-achievers.

There has been a lot of attention 
lately on public opinion polls sur¬ 
rounding the royalty hike issue and 
the popularity of the various politi¬ 
cal parties in Alberta. 

A recent Leger Marketing poll 
for CanWest newspapers asked 
Albertans if they thought the royal¬ 
ty changes would "have a positive 
effect on me or my family through 
improved government spending on 
programs." A mere 37 per cent 
agreed it would. 

The Alberta government is 
claiming they will get an additional 
$ 1.4-billion in royalty revenues 
(whether it will actually material¬ 
ize is a whole different debate), yet 
barely over a third of Albertans 
feel this will benefit them. At first 
blush, this is a puzzling result, 
especially considering the results 
of a Leger Marketing poll from a 
month earlier indicating 88 per 
cent of Albertans believe they are 
not getting their "fair share" from 
oil and gas royalties. 88 per cent 
felt royalties need to be hiked, yet 
oidy 37 per cent feel the result of 
hiking royalties will be positive for 
them or their family. How can this 
be the case? 

Perhaps this is an indication the 
rest (63 per cent) of Albertans real¬ 
ize just how shoddy a record the 


Alberta government has when it 
comes to putting your tax dollars 
to use. 

The Alberta government will 
spend $9,526 per Albertan this 
year, the highest amount in 
Canada. In fact, it's 14 per cent 
higher than BC, 26 per cent higher 
than Manitoba and 37 per cent 
higher than Quebec. Perhaps the 
Stelmach government should poll 
Albertans as to whether they think 
their top-dollar spending gets them 
the best government services in 
Canada? 

To be sure, this is an unfair 
question, as most Albertans will 
not have travelled from province to 
province measuring public health 
and education outcomes. 

Well then, how about comparing 
Alberta to Alberta? Why not com¬ 
pare Alberta circa 1995-96 (when 
Alberta was in the depths of its 
budget chopping) to today? If you 
buy into the argument more gov¬ 
ernment spending equals better 
outcomes, you then should agree 
less government spending should 
mean worse outcomes. 
Presumably, the "worst" health and 
education system the province has 
ever had would have been in 1995- 
96 when spending was at its low¬ 
est, and the "best" would be today 
when spending is at its highest. 

Just looking at the raw num- 


per cent more today than 
it did in 1995 on health care. For 
education, the inflation and popu¬ 
lation a((justed figure shows a 33 
per cent increase in spending. 

How about polling Albertans to 
see if they believe Alberta's health 
care system is 83 per cent better 
today than it was in 1995-96? 
Similarly, poll Albertans if 
Alberta’s education system is one- 
third better today than it was in 
1995-96? 

Likely, professionals in health 
and education fields would be able 
to point to some slight improve¬ 
ments in wait lists or class sizes, 
but anyone who has used either 
system over the past decade can 
tell you there hasn't been the revo¬ 
lutionary change the numbers 
would suggest should be the case. 

This lack of significant change 
is precisely why it should not be 
that shocking a mere 37 per cent 
of Albertans believe they will see 
some positive effect from 
"improved" government spending. 

If the Stelmach government 
continues to ramp-up spending - 
with or without royalty changes - 
deficits or tax increases will follow 
as sure as day turns to night. In 
that event, the Stelmach govern¬ 
ment can be assured its own poll 
numbers will be anything but 
"improved."

The town 
crews are working overtime to 
attempt to complete the construc¬ 
tion of the ball diamonds this fall. 
Once this phase of the park is com¬ 
plete our attention will turn to the 
amphitheatre and tin- stage. 

Town administration will be bring¬ 
ing forth to council recommenda¬ 


tions that will see Memorial Park 
and the stage becoming a focal point 
for the park and the community. 

Our vision has always been to see 
the stage used as a venue to show¬ 
case local, national and international 
talent. Knowing that there is already 
$15,000 set aside for this project is 
extremely positive and encouraging. 

Again please accept our thanks to 
each and every volunteer who made 
this donation possible and please 
accept our sincere apologies for mis¬ 
takes that were made in not direct¬ 
ing these funds to the proper 
account.

He believes municipali¬ 
ties in Mountain View 
County may have a pre¬ 
ferred status when dis¬ 
cussing other regional 
cooperative initiatives, 
because of their history 
of success. 

"Here in Mountain View 
County, we’re seen as the 
flagship in the province 
for inter-municipal coop¬ 
eration because of the 
memorandum of under¬ 
standing that we have 
with the county,” he said. 
“It’s the first in the 
province, and (the provin¬ 
cial government) is trying 
to use it as a model to get 
others to do it as well.” 

According to Wittal, his 
focus will be on discus¬ 
sions with those responsi¬ 
ble for infrastructure, 
sewer treatment, housing, 
and policing.

As the practice ended and 
the team headed off the ice, 
the coach skated over to 
Chomyn and said “from 
now on, you make all the 
practice menus." 

Upon agreeing to his new 
responsibilities, Chomyn 
was asked by the coach 
what he felt was the most 
important thing his team 
could do to make their 
group a winner. 

“Here in Canada, from 
the tyke level, all the way 
up to Junior A and the NHL 
and even beer league hock¬ 
ey, nobody ever throws 
their uniform on the floor. 
It’s always hanging on the 
hanger” he said. 

“They had a lot of the 
technical knowledge, but 
as far as hockey as a cul¬ 
ture, it’s very different.” 

Every school day started 
with a 7 a.m. practice, going 
from Monday to Saturday. 

Chomyn says an element 
of Japanese culture he 
noted to be interesting was 
that every child was 
involved in a group or team 
of some sort or another. 

“They teach them the 
rules of society and how to 
func tion within a group,” he 
said. 

His success coaching in 
the country provided 
Chomyn with the opportu¬ 
nity to help with the 
Japanese National team, 
which would compete in 
the World Championships, 
including capturing a silver 
medal, in the level just 
below where Team Canada 
participates. 

“That was a neat experi¬ 
ence. It was educational 
and I met a lot of smart 
hockey people there." 

But after four years with 
the national team, Chomyn 
stepped aside front the 
position and turned his 
focus back to grassroots 
hockey and developing his 
troop in Saitama.

For Jeff Chomyn, a stint 
teaching English in a city 
neighbouring Toyko, Japan 
was only supposed to last 
six months. 

Now, living in Didsbury, 
Chomyn has fifteen memo¬ 
ry-filled years of a country 
and its people that cap¬ 
tured his imagination. 

In three weeks, the 
Didsbury Minor Hockey 
Association will host the 
team Chomyn, as its head 
coach, led to four national 
titles. 

The Saitama Sakae will 
play an exhibition match 
with the Didsbury Midget 
Ramblers at the Didsbury 
Memorial Complex Dec. 5. 

The visitors are partici¬ 
pating in a AA midget tour¬ 
nament in Medicine Hat 
that week and Chomyn 
admits, he couldn’t waste 
the opportunity to see his 
old team again. 

“I wanted to see them,” 
he said.

We need stiffer minimum 
penalties to make sure that there is 
no chance for an offender to be a 
danger to the police.” 

For its part, the provincial govern¬ 
ment is determined to do what it 
can to combat all violent crime, he 
said.
